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Union Chief Tells Mafia Men: ‘Hands Off’

Vito Genovese is a hole in the 
g!®?id but his troopTgo "muscling on. 
Just the other day, a burly chap known 
to the trade as “ Chin Chin” Gigante , 
and to the .FBI as No. 502021 4, and to 
this city’s police as B-231328, found a 
prosperous union of hard-working men 
and decided to make it his fief. 

But there are surprises even in the life 
of ex-boxer, 263-pound Gigante, though 
his don is “ Tommy Ryan” Eboli, Vito s 
not very apparent heir. 

“The Chin,” as he is called by the in¬ 
boys over in cafe studded Greenwich 
Village, was told by the union chipf to 
keep his convict hands off the labor 
organizatjp/ji to get out and stay out. 

This took courage. Most informed 

H stigators believe that Mr. Gigante 
_ E caporegime of Tommy Eboli, 
whose quivering heart does not keep 
him from seeking new income each 
V hour on the hour. 

\ It took courage to tell off the re¬ 
mapped mob of the late boss of bosses. 


But the union leader, Thomas 
( Tommy) Shortman , had the courage to 
do what many should be doing, but just 
don’t, every hour on the hour, if the 
FBI’s statistics are correct. Inevitably 
they are. 

/ Tommy Shortman,halfGigante’s 
size and weight (when wet), doesn’t look 
like a hero, doesn’t want to be etched in 
heroic terms and will probably resent 
being^ discussed in such dramatic fash¬ 
ion. For years now. he has been pres i¬ 
dent of the 35-vear-old (Building) Ser ¬ 
vice Employes Union (AFL-C IO) Lo- 
cal 32B —probably the nation's"second 
or third largest local. 

There were decent men at its birth— 
and deadly killers too. Sometimes dues 
were collected in cash and dumped into 
trunks. As the years went by, some of us 
hammered at the Mafiosi who were in 
the union’s fancy woodwork. Soon it was 
cleansed by a tough Irishman (a redun¬ 
dancy in these circumstances), David 
Sullivan, who fought a battle or two 
when in the Irish Republican Army— 


and now on occasion leads a St. Pa¬ 
trick’s Day parade. 

Soon Mr. Sullivan led Local 32B’s 
international union, the Service Em¬ 
ployes, and moved on to Washington, 
D.C., to build it into a powerful tran¬ 
scontinental union of 400,000 members 
—-some of \yhom work in West Indies 
hotels. 

Bantam Tommy Shortman stepped 
into his place here, where Local 32B 
has jurisdiction over the 600 men over 
at Rockefeller Center (including 80 
special security officers). The local, 
43,000 strong, has contracts with at 
least 7,000 other realty firms who own 
everything from the glass towers on 
Park Ave. to the one-man superintendent 
or janitor) walk-ups in Brooklyn. 

The union has a healthy cash balance 
and an inclusive welfare fund covering its 
thousands of elevator operators, char¬ 
women, janitors and other service people 
who need full value from every penny 
paid by the operators. Thousands of 
these workers are from the city s ghetto 


areas. They won’t make the French 
Riviera on what they earn but their 
wages in many sections of this city are 
the country’s highest for their job classi¬ 
fication. There also is a big pension 
fund. 

It’s a clean union and Mr. Shortman 
earns a modest salary, and the record 
shovys even more modest “reimbursed 
expenses.” I know “Tommy.” But I 
would not chronicle this without check¬ 
ing with knowledgeable men of the law, 
for which he’ll forgive me, and they all 
rate him and his union mighty clean. 

So it is natural territory for the Maf¬ 
ia. It’s their kind of thing. There was 
not a single Cosa Nostra diamonded 
finger in its till. This apparently dazzled 
“The Chin” Gigante,.He began moving 
in. The grapevine came, alive. 

“It is true,” Mr. Shortman told this 
inquirer, “these muscle men came. We 
have faced this for years. We’ve^^pd 
them (wfea nd kept them out. We’ll stay 
that way. Onc e you let th em,in you’re 
finished.
